Spraying  Directions 


To  produce  healthy,  well  developed 
fruit,  you  should  spray  your  trees  at 
least  three  times  a  year,  with  Bordeaux 
Mixture,  which  can  be  secured  at  any 
drug  store.  First,  they  should  bo  sprayed 
in  the  cluster  bud  stage,  when  the  buds 


show  pink  but  have  not  opened  up:  sec¬ 
ond,  when  95  per  cent  of  the  petals  have 
fallen;  third,  three  weeks  after  the  sec¬ 
ond  spray.  You  will  find  the  Apple  tree 
easy  of  culture;  it  will  do  well  on  almost 
any  well  drained  soil.

by  the  distance  the  trees  or  plants  are  apart  in 
the  row,  and  the  product  will  give  the  number  of 
square  feet  that  each  tree  or  plant  will  occupy ; 
then  divide  this  number  into  the  number  of 

square  feet  in  an  acre  (43,560),  and  it  will  give 

you  the  number  of  trees  or  plants  to  the  acre.

2 —  DON’T  cramp  roots.  Dig  large  holes. 

3 —  DON’T  use  manure  around  the  roots. 

4 —  DON’T  fail  to  water  all  plants  well  when  planting. 

5 —  DON’T  fail  to  cut  top  growth  of  trees  and  shrubs  and  roses  back  one  half  when 
planting. 

6 —  DON’T  fail  to  water  twice  a  week  all  summer. 

7 —  DON’T  plant  raspberry  plants  deep. 

8 —  DON’T  fail  to  cut  roses  back  to  within  6  inches  of  ground  each  spring. 

9 —  DON’T  stop  cultivating. 

10 — DON’T  water  nursery  stock  from  September  10th  until  October  15th.  This  will 
ripen  it  ready  for  winter. 
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
